       (F) Wind Electric Generating Equipment (Continued) 
 

Any non-residential customer taking service under Service Classification Nos. 2, 3, 9, 20, 
21, or 22 who owns or operates wind electric generating equipment, which includes one or 
more wind generators, located and used at the customer’s premises with a total rated 
capacity of not more than 2 MW is eligible for interconnection and net metering in 
accordance with Rider N.   

 
9.2 GENERATORS OPERATED SEPARATELY FROM THE COMPANY’S DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 
 

A customer planning to install generating equipment that does not operate in parallel with the 
Company’s system shall submit to the Company, prior to installation, equipment specifications 
which demonstrate that the customer’s generating equipment cannot be operated in parallel with 
the Company’s system.   
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
